Spread them out on 
tissue paper placed over a tray, 
so that the berries are separated, 
and they will keep in fine condi- 
tion. Never wash them until just 
ready to use them. If you want 
to keep them for several days, 
place berries in a large screw-top 
jar, screw the top as tightly as 
possible and set in the refriger- 
ator, wash just before using. 


To Economize on Eggs. 


If you want to economige on 
eggs in making custards, it is pos- 
sible to do so by using half tea- 
spoon of corn starch for each egg 
omitted. And when making scram-~ 
bled eggs, add a tablespoon of 
cream for each egg when stirring 
or beating; it makes them light 
and they go further.

Moving the Dishes. 


When a guest, ever though 
the hostess or maid serving 
may not have placed the va- 
rious dishes where you think 
they should be for the sake of 
correctness, do not move them 
about, suggesting better posi- 
tions, unless compelled to do 
this in order to avoid extreme 
awkwardness. 

The same general rule ap- 
plies to hotel and restaurant 
service, within reason.

HUME BUILDERS 


FHA Loans Facilitated by 
Development of Residen- 
tial Districts. 


Atlanta’s public works commit- 
tee yesterday moved to assist home 
builders by providing street pave- 
ments, which, it was reported, 


have acted as a bar to FHA com- 
mitments. The group, headed by 
Councilman George B. Lyle, found 
a method of solving the problem, 

It was decided finally that pen- 
etration asphalt could be laid on 
petition of 52 per cent of the prop- 
erty owners in any section for a 
cost of about $15 a year over a 
period of ten years and that con- 
crete can be provided for $20 a 
year for the same period. 

The stimulus given home con- 
struction through the opening of 
many miles of new streets by 
WPA labor and the natural devel- 
opment of new residential sec- 
tions, has slowed perceptibly be- 
cause of FHA’s insistence that 
paving be provided before federal 
loans are made, a legation of 
citizens. told committ@e members 
yesterday.

Former Plain Dealer Man- 
ager Pledges Defense of 
People’s Rights. 


NEW YORK, April 27.—(4)— 
John S. McCarrens, 69-year-old 
vice president and general man- 
ager of the Cleveland Plain Deal- 
er, assumed the presidency of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association today with a pledge 
to follow his predecessors in de- 
fending the “rights of a free peo- 
ple.” 

“As trustees of the liberties of 
a great people,” he said after his 
election, “we know that we shall 
have to justify our faith by our 
works. We ask nothing better and 
we shall not fail.” 


‘Obligation Cited. 


Even more important than the 
job of protecting the “ordinary 
progress” of his own property 
these days, McCarrens said, was 
the “great new obligation on the 
publisher to stand as a monument 
of protection to the truth in a con- 
fused world.” 

“We do not hold newspapers, 
or any human institution, above 
criticism,” he said at another 
point, “but we yield to none in our 
devotion to American principles.” 

Besides the election — McCar- 
rens, vice president for two years, 
was chosen to succeed James G. 
Stahlman, of the Nashville (Tenn.) 
Banner — the publishers heard 
committee reports at their final 
business session.

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General G. E. Marshall, 
Famed World War Soldier, 
To Replace Craig. 


By L. A. FARRELL. 
Just a little over 20 years ago 
the American expeditionary forces 
were made ready to engage in 


what they hoped to be the decid- 
ing battle of the World War—the 
Meuse-Argonne offensive. Per- 
shing needed a chief of operations, 
a co-ordinator who could unite 
all of the strength of the greatest 
American army ever to take the 
field, a man who would be cer- 
tain to lead the drive to success. 

Pershing turned to 38-year-old 
George C. Marshall, then. just 
at out the youngest full colonel in 
France. Marshall whipped the in- 
fantry, the artillery and the air 
corps into one smashing unit. The 
Argonne salient was the most im- 
portant victory ever won by Unit- 
ed States troops on foreign soil. 

Praised by Pershing. 

Pershing came home to call 
Marshall “the most brilliant mili- 
tary tactician of our time.” Sev- 
enteen nations, great and small, 
pinned ‘decorations upon his 
breast. When the war was over 
Pershing made Marshall his aide- 
de-camp and proudly sponsored 
him as America’s greatest hope in 
the event of a future war. 

Yesterday with the army pre- 
paring for the greatest peace-time 
expansion in our history, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt turned to this same 
Marshall, now 58 and a brigadier 
general, but more than ever a sol- 
dier, and named him to be the 
new chief of staff with the rank 
of full general, the youngest sol- 
dier ever to attain it. 

Tenth General. 

So on August 1 Marshall be- 
«comes the tenth full general in 
America’s history. Only Washing- 
ton, Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, 
Bliss, Pershing, Summerall, Mac- 
Arthur and Craig have worn the 
four stars on each shoulder which

designate the professional head of 
the military establishment. 

And Marshall is the first full 
general since Washington who 
didn’t come from West Point. He’s 
a Virginia Military Institute man 
who won his way into the army 
by his record in school. The new 
general is a native of Uniontown, 
Pa., where he “played soldier” as 
a boy. 

The army’s new chief of staff is 
a former commanding officer of 
Fort Screven and a former assist- 
ant commandant of the infantry 
school at Fort Benning, Ga.

General Marshall is now deputy 
chief of staff, a post which he ob- 
tained when Major General Stan- 
ley D. Embick was sent to At- 
lanta last year. His previous im- 
mediate assignment was in com- 
mand at Vancouver’.

Network of Long-Distance Roads 
Urged to Congress by Roosevelt 


Super-Highways Would Be Advantageous in Time of 
War; Georgia Sections’ Cost Estimated at $50,457,- 
072; Tolls Would Help Pay Expenses. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—(/) 
A new network of highways to 
serve the needs of long-distance 
automobile traffic and provide for 
military tarnsportation in case of 
war was recommended to congress 
today by President Roosevelt. 

At the same time, Mr. Roosevelt 
aimed a blow at what he termed 
unearned profits accruing to own- 
ers of land near newly developed 
highways. He suggested that the 
government itself acquire wide 
strips of land on either side of the 
proposed roads, and sell or rent 
the property to private interests 
when its value had been enhanced 
by the construction of. the .roads. 


Wagner Act Assailed. . 
A special standing committee 
headed by Eugene MacKinnon, | 
the association’s labor commission- | 
er, reported that the Wagner act | 
and parallel state statutes were | 
“continually widening the field.of 
unionization” and said it was “un- 
fortunate for employers and em- 
ployes alike that so much time 
must be consumed in negotia- 
tions.”

ean and evolve a plan for their 
mutual interest. 

Otherwise, he continued, the 
practice of medicine may be 
thrown into the hands of the in- 
surance companies and politicians 
which, he said, would be “like 
jumping from the frying pan into 
the fire.” 

Outlines Pian. 

The plan, as explained by Dr. 
Coker, would be as follows: 

Several physicians and dentists, 
each an expert in his own line, 
would form a group for the co- 
ordination of their services in a 
rural hospital. By pooling their 
resources they greatly could re- 
duce the overhead expenses of 
rent, nursing, telephone and lab- 
oratory bills. Through combined 
purchasing they could achieve a 
big reduction in the cost of sup- 
plies. By these savings they might 
\reduce their fees materially. 

The fees, he said, would be col- 
lected, pooled and administered by 
some businessman in accordancé 


with a pre-arranged plan formu-| 


lated by the group. Thus the doc- 
tor would be relieved of the diffi- 
culties of business administration 
and his interest would be in his 
patient rather than his fee. 
Urges Health Centers. 

“The plan of rural health cen- 
ters would establish a system of 
treatment which would be con- 
trolled entirely by the doctors 
themselves,” he said. “It would 
provide a workshop for our 
younger men, thereby encouraging 
them to carry their services to the 
rural areas where they are so sad- 
ly needed today.” 

Under his suggested set-up, Dr. 
Coker said the public, able to avail 
itself of expert services at reduced 
fees, would come to the rural hos- 
pital in increasing numbers, The 
plan, he said, would bring medi- 
cal care to thousands now deprived 
of much needed treatment. 

The speaker referred to recent 


charges by the government that 
the medical profession constituted 


a monopoly and said he consid- 
ered such an-indictment a reflec- 
tion on doctors individually. 
Opposes Indictment. 
“T would like to have the Amer-

Use of sulfanilamide and sulfa- 


pyridine in treatment of children 


was described by Dr. Joseph Yam- 
polsky, of Atlanta. He said the 
use of these drugs should not be 
abused as there were many se- 
vere toxic effects produced in the 
body as a result of their use. 
These, he explained, could be 
avoided if the medication is given 
carefully. 

He reported the greatest suc- 
cess in the use of sulfapyridine has 
been in cases of pneumonia.

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 27.—(P) 
A simple solution to the pellagra 
problem in the south was offered 
today by Dr. Thomas B. Phinizy, 
commissioner of Richmond Coun- 
ty Health Department. 

“I believe most of the pellagra 
in this section can be prevented 
if people would start growing 
and eating yellow corn instead of 
white corn,” he said. 

Dr. Phinizy said that yellow 
corn contains vitamin A, which is 
known to prevent pellagra, while 
this is absent from the white 
corn usually grown here. 

He advised that persons use 
meal and other corn products 
made from yellow grain as much 
as possible.

| ASKED FOR RELIEF 


F. D. R. Sounds Battle Call 
With Fund Demand; De- 
fends Past Manage- 
ment. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—(#) 
President Roosevelt sounded the 
battle call for the session’s third 
big congressional fight over the 


relief issue today with a request 
that $1,477,000,000 be appropriat- 
ed for work relief in the next 
fiscal year, plus an additional 
$285,000,000 for related activities. 
_ Moreover, in a lengthy message 
to congress he defended past man- 
agement of the relief problem as 
“one of our most efficient admin- 
istrative accomplishments.” 

The work relief appropriation, 
he said, was one-third less than 
thaf provided for the current fis- 
cal year and would enable WPA 
to keep an average of 2,000,000 
persons on its relief rolls as com- 
pared with an average of approx- 
imately 3,000,000ein the year just 
closing. 

The President’s request found 
house leaders obviously in no 
mood to comply quickly. The key- 
man in the relief situation, Rep- 
resentative Woodrum, Democrat, 
Virginia, observed he would have 
plenty of time to read the chief 
executive’s message “this sum- 
mer.” Woodrum, as well as some 
senate leaders, were apparently 
on the 
future set-up of WPA be consid- 
ered before an appropriation is 
voted. 

Both he and Senator Byrnes, 
Democrat, South Carolina, are the 
authors of bills covering the ap- 
portionment of funds to the states 
by a fixed formula, while some 
Republican members have intro- 
duced measures to turn the relief 
problem over to the states, with 
the federal government making 
contributions to them.

HOUSE-ADOPTED BILL 


BOOSTS COTTON TWINE 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—(P) 
A provision intended to increase 
the Post Office Department’s use 
of cotton twine was adopted by 
the house today when approving 
the $909,731,670 department ap- 
propriation for the year beginning 
July 1. 

It stipulates that at least 25 per 
cent of the twine used by the 
department must be made from 
domestic products. The depart- 
ment now uses jute almost exclu- 
sively. New England members op- 
posed the twine provision. 

The measure now goes to the 
senate which has approved a sim- 
ilar stipulation, calling for 50 per 
cent use of domestic twine,

FISCAL STRUCTURE 


Carmichael Says System 
Breeds Extravagance; Sug- 
gests Pre-Auditing. 


Vice-Chairman James V. Car- 
michael, of the house economy in- 
vestigating committee, said’ yes- 
terday Georgia’s fiscal structure 
“bred and encouraged extrava- 
gance.” | 

The Cobb county representative 
made his remark during discussion 
of the system by State Treasurer 
George B. Hamilton, who asserted 
it permitted no real “control of 
expenditures.” Carmichael added 
“I’m not talking about. any indi- 
viduals—I’m talking about the 
system.” 

Both Hamilton and. Carmichael 
suggested a system of pre-auditing 
instead of post-auditing modeled 
after the federal government’s 
comptroller general set-up. 

The committee particularly as- 
sailed the lump sum payment 
plan. Carmichael. suggested the 
state should return to the old plan 
of having all.pay checks and ex- 
pense checks issue directly from 
the treasury itself. Hamilton said 
he believed the lump sum system, 
although authorized by law, pos- 
sibly was against the intent of the 
constitution. 

The economy investigators yes- 
terday granted a hearing -next 
Wednesday to Representative W. 
H, Lovett, of Laurens county, Dub- 
lin publisher, on his complaint the 
state contractors’ licensing board 
had. not granted his application 
for a license filed three months 
ago. The hour was set for 9:30 
a. m. after Representative H. B. 
Edwards,.of. Lowndes county, ap- 
peared personally to make the re- 
quest. 

Hamilton went on record as in 
favor of abolishing the present 
system of allocating certain spe- 
cific revenues to certain depart- 
ments while others get paid out 
of a general fund from appropria- 
tions. 

Walter R. McDonald, chairman 
of the Georgia Public Service 
Commission, also was a witness 
yesterday. 

He advocated uniform laws to 
apply to all types of carriers using 
the roads, pointing out a “multi- 
plicity” of regulations which 
fixes maximum loads for hired 
trucks at 18,500 pounds and al- 
lows private trucks a total load 
of 39,000.

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Canal Bill Returns to Senatel+ 
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Commerce Group Sends 
Back Measure With- 
out Recommendation, 
Assuring Consideration. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—(#) 
The commerce committee return- 
ed to the senate without recom- 
mendation today a bill to author- 
ize completion of the $200,000,000 
Florida ship canal. 

Friends of the administration- 
sponsored waterway thus assured 
the measure senate consideration. 


The committee vote, taken in a 
15-minute closed meeting, came 
on a motion by Senator Overton, 
Democrat, Louisiana, a canal sup- 
porter. The count was 10 to 9. 

Committeemen said Overton 
made the motion to report without 
recommendation as a_ substitute 
for a proposal by Senator Pepper, 
Democrat, Florida, to give the bill 
outright committee approval. No 
vote was taken on Pepper’s mo- 
tion. 

Introduced by Sheppard.

“Great Victory.” 
_ Senator Pepper, Democrat, Flor- 
ida, described it as a “great vic- 
tory for the canal.” He and other 
proponents said a majority of the 
senate favored it. Senator Bilbo, 
Democrat, Mississippi, declared, 
“You can tell the country we 
have already ordered our shovels.” 

Senator. Vandenberg, Republic- 
an, Michigan, canal opponent, as- 
serted the proponents’ committee 
strategy was “a confession of 
weakness.” He forecast a canal 
defeat in the senate, and added, 
“I don’t think they will mislead 
anybody about this boondoggle.” 


DANZIG CONCESSION 
UFFERED BY POLAND 


Warsaw Reported Ready for 
Legalized Nazi Rule in 
Free City. 


WARSAW, April 27.—(?)—Po- 
lish political circles reported to- 
night that Poland was willing to 
accept legalization of the present 
Nazi rule in Danzig, provided 
Germany confirms Poland’s eco- 
nomic rights in the free city. 

The report, coming on the eve 
of Adolf Hitler’s reichstag speech 
in which he is expected to discuss 
Polish-German relations, said the 
Warsaw government expressed 
willingness to seek an end to all 
legal rights of the League of Na- 
tions in Danzig. 

The free city, former German 
territory which is nominally un- 
der League protection, is within 
the Polish customs administration. 
Germans predominate among’ its 
400,000 population. 

Ruled From Berlin. 

Foreign diplomats saw little of 
a positive nature in the Polish 
stand, for Danzig is ruled locally 
on orders from Berlin and League 
officials are not present, 

These diplomats, however, saw 
behind the Polish proposal a veil- 
ed warning to Germany that le- 
gally Danzig still is under the 
League. 

They pointed out it always was 
poesiae for the Geneva orgariiza- 
ion to send a commissioner to 
Danzig with an international po- 
lice force which could hamper 
considerably the Nazi rule of the 
free city. 

To Resist Force. 

Poland has indicated she would 
resist any German attempt to an- 
nex Danzig by force. 

A few hours before Hitler’s 
speech in Berlin tomorrow, Cath- 


olic bishops of Poland nfef at 
Warsaw tonight and issued this 
statement: 

“Should it be impossible to pre- 
serve the peace, all Catholics 
must defend their liberty, their 
religion and their homes by force 
of arms,” 


SAYS POLAND HAS OIL 


SUPPLY FOR WAR USE 


HOUSTON, Texas, April 27.— 
(P)—Jacob Schmer, president of 
Poland’s largest oil company, said 
today Poland was ready for war 
so far as oil stocks are concerned. 
Twenty-five per cent of the coun- 
try’s oil output is stored for pos- 
sible military use. . 

Polish fields produced 3,500,000 
barrels last year andthe govern- 
ment expects production to reach 
4,200,000 barrels this year.

GOES TO TRUCKERS 


(Continued. ) 


beans and those Georgia cabbages 
to whisk off to the markets of the 
east, the north and the middle 
west, where, because of the dif- 
ference of climate, the vegetables 
have not yet come in and where a 
Georgia cabbage and a Georgia 
snap bean is a highly desirable 
luxury. 

The average truck will haul a 


load of, say, 500 bushels of snap 
beans. Many of them will haul 
much more. But let’s consider the 
triumph of the trucker with a load 
of a mere 500 bushels. His profit 
is simple to compute. 

For his 500 bushels at $1.50 he 
has paid $750. 

Up in Ohio, Michigan, New 
York, or New England, they will 
be glad to pay $3 a bushel for 
those fresh Georgia vegetables. 

He collects a hundred per cent, 
or $750, more th=n the load cost 
him. His expenses amount to what- 
ever he has spent on gasoline to 
drive him to wherever he knew 
he could sell those beans. He knew 
his market. He headed straight 
here. He, in nine cases out of ten, 
slept in his truck and fed himself 
at roadside stends. His profit was 
easily $700 and he’ll be back here 
in a few days for another load. 
Costs to Farmer. 


The Georgia farmer. collected 


$750 for the beans he grew on soil 
ithat cost him taxes, fértilization 
‘and all the dozens of other ex- 


penses incident to the conduct of 


'a farm. He paid labor to help him 
\pick those beans and, if he didn’t

“Now,” the men who manage the 
farmers’ market will ask, “if that 
trucker had not been there on the 


job to haul away those beans and 
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| those cabbages, what would have 


happened to the Georgia farmer? 


|TEose 154 truckers gave him just 
‘that much more market than he 
would have had. He would not 
have been able to get rid of those 
thousands of bushels of snap beans. 
They would have been hauled back 
to his farm, very probably, to rot 
in his fields, Or, he might have 
been lucky to collect 60 cents on a 
glutted Atlanta market.” 

To answers in the more pro- 
gressive states, who are banded in 
cc-operative associations, the an- 
swer to that argument would be 
simple. 

Co-operative Trucks. 

The farmers in the sections 
where the beans and the cabbages 
are being grown exclusively in 
Georgia just now, because the cli- 
mate is favorable in this state just 
now, would have been banded into 


co-operative associations in their 


communities. 

The co-operatives would provide 
the trucks. The man who manages 
the co-operative would know the 
market in the north, east or west 
just as intimately as the itinerant 
trucker knows it. 

The farmer would have had his 
beans picked up by the co-opera- 
tive in his neighborhood and the 
truck would have headed straight 
to the profitable market. The co- 
operative truck would have re- 
turned to the Georgia farmer with 
the $1,500 that the trucker col- 
lected in the northern market. The 
co-operative would have hired 
sufficient trucks to handle the 
crop and paid for the use of those 
trucks on a’mileage basis. At the 
end of the season, the co-operative 
would have split its intake among 
all its members on the basis of 
the total income, less nothing more 


than the mere cost of operation of 
the co-operative, shared propor- 
tionally by the members. 

Takes What. He Gets. 

The Georgia farmer would have 
been profitably rewarded for his 
efforts and his expense, had he 
used the methods that modern in- 
dustry has found necessary. Dis- 
organized as he is, he takes what 
he can get and complains. 

The story of the snap bean and 
the cabbage will be more tragic in 
a week or two when the Georgia 
volume rolls in with its peak load. 
Then, farmers in various sections 
of the state will be throwing away 
beans and cabbages because, at 
the prices they will get, they will 
lose money hauling them to At- 
lanta. 

All because of lack of intelligent 
direction of the efforts of the 
Georgia farmer, the farmer who 
insists on working for himself, 
alone, and who is slow to learn the 
practical benefits to be gained 
from organization. Organized co- 
operatives will give the farmer a 
chance to regulate the market he 
supplies and to gather unto him- 
self the income necessary to justi- 
fy his continuance in an occupa- 
tion that is hard-bitten today in 
Georgia.

Southern and Georgia 


Associations Advised. 


A concerted advertising cam- 
paign as a stimulus to business was 
urged to southern and state hotel 
men assembled here yesterday at 
the opening session of the annual 
convention of Southern and Geor- 
fia Hotel associations, held at the 
Ansley hotel. 

Glenwood J. Sherrard, chairman 
of the American Hotel Association 
travel committee, and manager of 
the famous Parker House at Bos- 
ton, Mass., told the delegates that 
a cam national in scope and 
carried out with the expenditure 
of a quarter of a million dollars 
vas the answer to the question of 
getting the traveling public to 
stop at hotels. 

No New Guests. 

“For the last five years 75 per 
eent of the new business at your 
hotel has been that which you took 
away from some other hotel,” Mr. 
Sherrard told the group. “That's 
no way to bring about general 
prosperity to the hotel man. What 
is Needed is a concerted advertis- 
ing campaign informing the pub- 
lic what the hotels have to offer.” 

The opinion of Mr. Sherrard 
that hotels needed new business 
was concurred in by Robert Chris- 
tenberry, head of the Astor hotel 
in New York, but he differed as 
to the reason hotels were not mak- 
ing the money they should. 

“Modern hotel men are adding 
too many frills, too much free 
stuff, without any increase in 
rates,” Mr. Christenberry declared. 
“They are giving the guest too 
much that the hotel can’t afford.” 

Phone Rate Hit. 

Another speaker emphasized the 
point that while the 10-cent tele- 
phone rate charged by hotels was 
a “bone of contention” with most 
guests, it was impossible to elimi- 
nate the charge or make it cheaper. 

“Hotels have to pay a monthly 
charge on every telephone in the 
house, whether it is used or not. 
They have to pay rental on every 
cable entering the building and 
they have to maintain service 24 
hours a day. Then they have to 
pay the phone company three cents 
per call on outgoing calls. They 
lose money at 10 cents.” 

Southern hotels are doing a good 
selling job and compared with the 
vest of the country are in a healthy 
condition, Murray Rappaport, a 
partner in the firm of Harris, 
Kerr, Forster & Company, nation- 
ally-known hotel accountants, told 
the convention delegates. 

“Here in the south you showed 
a profit of $3,353,000 last year,” 
Rappaport said. “This was a loss 
of 821 per cent as compared with 
1987 but the national.loss figure 
was 23.61 per cent. 

Rappaport said the reasons for 
the better showing in the south 
wete better room occupancy, less 
real estate taxes per room and 
better operating wages in relation 
to sales.” 

Hotel executives were warned 
against “excessive use” of road 
signs as an advertising medium by 
J. Ben Wand, publisher of the 
Southern Hotel Journal. 

“We are throwing away about 
$40,000 a year,” Wand said, “and 
setting a bad example for other 
groups of competitors. A part of 
this money could be saved and a 
part should be used for business 
promotion.” 

Speakers on today’s program 
include Howard L. Dayton, chair- 
man of the executive committee 
of the Georgia Hotel Association; 
Garnett Andrews, manager of the 
Seminole hotel, Jacksonville;

Less than two hours before, the 
house gave its approval to the 
same measure.

The funds, and the authority to 
enter into contracts to be paid for 
by later appropriations, will be- 
come available as soon as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt affixes his signa- 
ture. 

Army Gets 110 Million. 

The army will receive $110,000,- 
000, partly in contract authoriza- 
tions, to buy such “critical” items 
of equipment as tanks, antitank 
guns, semi-automatic rifles, gas 
masks, antiaircraft guns, artillery 
and ammunition. 

The bill includes $6,539,287 to 
build up coast defenses in the con- 
tinental United States, Panama 
Canal Zone and insular posses- 
sion and $36,500,000 for the navy’s 
ship construction program. 

571 War Planes. 

The War Department made 

known,details concerning record- 


breaking contracts for 571 .war-| 


planes and equipment costing more 
than $50,000,000. 

The planes include two models 
which aviation authorities assert- 
ed were possibly the “world’s fast- 
est.” The largest single contract, 
a $12,872,398 order to the Curtiss- 
Wright Corporation, was for an 
undisclosed number of P-40 single- 
engine pursuit planes, credited 
with a top speed of more than 
400 miles an hour. 

Another 400-mile-an-hour plane 
ordered is a two-motor “pursuit 
interceptor,” such as the one in 
which Lieutenant Benjamin Kel- 
sey broke the _ transcontinental 
speed record in February.

The jury spent more than seven 
hours yesterday in hearing reports 
of the various committees which 
have combed every department of 
the county government, and it was 
anticipated that the presentments | 
would contain figures dealing | 
with crime, divorce and marriage 
records. 

Reports To Be Definite. 

When the late Judge Eugene D. 
Thomas charged the grand jury as 
it began its service about two 
months ago, he asked it to be 
“specific and definite in its recom- 
mendations,” and according to re- 
ports emanating last night from 
the deliberations, there was every 
indication that, while few names 
will be called in the presentments, 
they will be “definite enough 
when dealing with persons.” 
Sources close to the grand jury 
said “they will be so definite there 
will be no mistaking them.” * 

Many changes in the operation 
of the public works department, 
which spends nearly 50 per cent of 
the county revenue exclusive of 
the amount provided for relief, 
probably will be contained in the 
voluminous presentments to be 
filed with Judge Walter C. Hen- 
drix, of Fulton superior court.

Sectional Differences ‘Ob- 
struct, Distort Flow of 
Commerce,’ Study Claims. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—(4) 
The Tennessee Valley Authority 
urged again today the elimination 
of geographical difference in rail- 


road freight rates, declaring the 
present system tended to “obstruct 
and distort the flow of com- 
merce.” 


The federal agency made this 


assertion in a second report on the 
inter-territorial rate structure. 
President Roosevelt transmitted 
the report to congress, where it 
was ordered printed as a public 
document. 

At the same time, the President 
nominated Harcourt A.- Morgan 
for another term as a TVA direc- 
tor. Confirmation by the senate 
would give the 71-year-old former 
Tennessee University president, 
now board chairman, a nine-year 
term beginning May 18. 

1937 Study. 

The former freight rate study, 
written by J. Haden Allredge, of 
the TVA commerce department, 
condemned the eixsting “discrim- 
inations” and urged action either 
by congress or the ICC to remove 
what were termed “artificial bar- 
riers.” This report was submit- 
ted to congress in 1937. 

The second report declared that 


‘as a result of rate discriminations, 


“the southern and western regions 
must suffer a substantial compet- 
itive disadvantage if they are to 
market their processed products in 
this official (northeastern) terri-

“complete agreement on all essen- 
tial points thus far discussed” in 
the proposed purchase of Tennes- 
nessee Electric Power Company’s 
properties in this area. 

Agreement to a contract by the 
Nashville power board is regarded 
as the last major step in the $78,- 
600,000 deal through which the. 
TVA and various municipalities 
would acquire the electric facilities 
in Tennessee of Commonwealth 
& Southern Co:poration, of which 
TEPCO is a subsidiary. 


WILL REPRESENT CUBA. 

MIAMI, Fla., April 27.—(UP) 
Francisco Gomez, Cuban minister 
of communications, arrived here 
by clipper tonight en route to New 
York to represent Cuba at the’ 
opening of the Postal building at 
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Brighter Horizons 

Today Adolf Hitler is expected to make 
formal reply to President Roosevelt’s peace 
plea. Once again the world waits for the words 
of Der Fuehrer, realizing that upon him rests 
the decision of continued peace for mankind 
or the onslaught of modern Armageddon. 

Considering all the information available, 
it is probable that Hitler’s response will be ac- 
ceptable. There are too many impelling rea- 
sons why both Germany and Italy should at 
least postpone the appeal to arms. Neither na- 
tion is in position, now, to challenge the might 
of the democracies and both stand to gain far 
more by the infiltration of propaganda and the 
appeal to diplomacy than by resort to battle. 

In dll likelihood the theme of Hitler’s reply 
will be a willingness to promise peace for a 
number of years—on conditions. Those condi- 
tions will probably include recognition of the 
alleged German need for territorial expansion 
and access to raw materials. Of course, both 
these points are chiefly illusory, but they are 
the main talking points of the Nazi diplomatic 
contentions. 

He will, it is to be expected, ask the de- 


mocracies to recognize the alleged injustices ° 


of the Versailles treaty and to agree to sincere 
attempts to rectify them. In other words, a 
repetition, all over again, of the threat tactics 
which brought about the treaty of Munich. This 
time he will use the Roosevelt appeal for con- 
tinued peace as the springboard for his de- 
mands. 

Regardless of what words Hitler speaks to- 
day, however, the shadow of war over Europe 
has lifted in recent weeks. The attitude of the 
United States as expressed by the President, 
the rapid strengthening of Britain and France 
in military preparedness and the power of the 
British fleet—augmented by the navy of 
France—must impress even egomaniacs like the 
dictators. 

. Then, too, despite all public avowals to the 

contrary, Germany cannot feel complete con- 
fidence in Italian co-operation. If war should 
come it now looks as though the Mediterranean 
would be the first cockpit of the fight. In that 
event Italy would, inevitably, suffer terribly. 
The alliance with Germany is not popular with 
large sections of the Italian people and it must 
be remembered, too, that the influence of the 
church is strong among Italian people. And 
that influence is altogether on the side of peace. 

Likewise it is probable both Hitler and Mus- 
solini realize that, whatever the ultimate de- 
velopment of war, one result is practically cer- 
tain. That is, the end of them, individually, as 
dictators. 

All things considered, it is most likely Hitler 
today will agree to the Roosevelt appeal, with 
conditions which he will use as foundations for 
future arguments that, if war comes, it will be 
the democracies who are to blame, that Ger- 
many will be merely fighting to defend herself 
from attack. 

In other words, he will attempt to place the 
onus on the shoulders of the democracies. 


Uncovered Wells 


The danger from uncovered wells was 
brought to attention in dramatic fashion in a 
picture which appeared in The Constitution 
showing the rescue of a horse, fallen into such 
a well, by agents of the Atlanta Humane So- 
ciety. Officials of the society point out there 
is seldom a week in which the organization is 
not called upon to extricate an animal from a 
similar situation. They also point out that 
thus far it has been providential no human 
lives have been claimed by this menace. 


That uncovered wells constitute a genuine 
danger cannot be disputed. Each year hun- 
dreds of animals, including valuable livestock, 
plunge to their death into abandoned wells of 
depths varying from a few feet to as deep as 
60 feet. In Fulton and DeKalb counties alone. 
officials of the Humane Society maintain, there 
are at least 500 uncovered wells, every one hold- 
ing potentialities of death or injury not only to 
animals, but to human beings, especially small 
children. 

The remedy is simple. Wells should either 
be fenced or covered. Neither procedure is 
costly in dollars and cents. It behooves all on 
whose property these dangers exist to fulfill 
their obligations as good citizens and see that 
the danger is eliminated. If this is not done 


ta a0 


voluntarily, authorities should take steps to- 
ward passing ordinances making elimination 
of these dangers compulsory. 


A Good Appointment 


The selection of Judge A. L. Etheridge to suc- 
ceed the late Judge E. D. Thomas, of Fulton 
superior court, was a wise action by Governor 
Ed Rivers. No man in local legal ranks could 
have been found better suited, by training, ca- 
pacity and judicial temperament, for the posi- 
tion. There will be general approval over the 
choice. 

It now appears probable that Judge Ethe- 
ridge will have to run for the place in the gen- 
eral election of June 6. It is reliably reported 
that he will face opposition. In any event, he 
is splendid material for the post and, both dur- 
ing the brief interim before the election. and 
afterwards, he will hold the highest esteem and 
confidence of his fellow citizens of Atlanta and 
Fulton county. 

Judge Etheridge was born in Gwinnett coun- 
ty, some 43 years ago. One of eight children he 
was educated in the Hancock county schools 
and the Tenth District A. & M. School at 
Granite Hill, Ga. 

After his graduation in 1914 he came to At- 
lanta, where he secured a job as an office boy, 
attending the Atlanta Law School at night. He 
graduated there in 1918 and in the same year 
began the practice of law with Paul Etheridge, 
to whom he is not related, and Gus Sams. In 
1926 he was appointed judge of the municipal 
court of Atlanta. 

He is active in church, fraternal and civic 
affairs. His church affiliation is the North 
Avenue Presbyterian, where he is assistant sup- 
erintendent of the Sunday school and co- 
teacher of the Men’s Bible Class. 

Judge Etheridge has demonstrated deep un- 
derstanding of the law and a profound realiza- 
tion of the meaning of judicial impartiality 
during his service in the municipal court and 
it is certain he brings to his new and more re- 
sponsible position a highly developed ability as 
well as a deep desire to be of greatest service 
to the people of Fulton. 

At the same time Judge Etheridge re- 
ceived his new appointment, Alderman Robert 
Carpenter, of Atlanta, was Sworn in as judge 
of the municipal court. Another excellent 
choice and one assuring continuance of. the 
irreproachable conduct of the court that mark- 
ed Judge Etheridge’s tenure of that bench. 


American Solidarity 


Solidarity of the Pan-American republics 
became an accomplished fact this wéek when 
the 20 nations to the south expressed accord 
with the message of the President to the dicta- 
tors of Europe. Not a single discordant note 
entered the general approval, illustrating as 
never before the accumulating results of the 
good neighbor policy of Mr. Roosevelt. 


Significant was the fact that Argentina, 
through President Roberto M. Ortiz, was the 
first country in the new world to express its 
complete sympathy with the message and its 
intent. That country has always been skeptical 
of the good neighbor policy and more attracted, 
seg trade links, to the countries of the old 
world. 


The speed with which approval was voiced 
also reflects the realization that, despite «the 
ocean separating the old and new worlds, war 
in Europe would necessarily have disastrous 
results in this hemisphere. The relief at the 
action which may have saved the peace, tem- 
porarily at least, was reflected in the general 
tone of the comment, not only in official mes- 
Sages, but in newspaper and other expressions 
of sentiment. 

The activities, or rather the revelation of ac- 
tivities of Fascist elements throughout Central 
and South America, no doubt had a large meas- 
ure of effect on this attitude of solidarity with 
the United States. The infiltration of foreign 
ideology has met with rebuff in each nation— 
even though the attack takes the form of semi- 
dictatorships of the Vargas regime in Brazil 
and the Busch administration in Bolivia. No 
doubt both felt the integrity of their countries 
could only be preserved by stronger action than 
is possible under a rigidly democratic govern- 
ment. This could be well understood in this 
country were it not for the fact that long years 
of self-rule in themselves constitute a bulwark 
against Nazi elements. The inability of au- 
thorities in this country to forcefully combat 
these groups stems from inate strength, where- 
as in South America the strength must stem 
from the government. 


However that may be, the cause of peace, 
general happiness and prosperity in the new 
world has been well served by a message that 
attempted to stave off the apparently inevit- 
able in Europe.

: Whenever Dr. Harry L. Hollingsworth, Colum- 
bia University psychologist, explains why we be- 
have like human beings, it’s provocative and 
sometimes convincing. His latest pronunciamento 
contends that persons always chewing on some- 
thing, like toothpicks, matchsticks, pencils, gum 
or perhaps fingernails, conserve nervous energy 
by thus getting rid of it.

JIM FARLEY WAITS WASHINGTON, April 27.—Postmaster - 


General James A. Farley is a born dele- 
gate collector, just as some kids are born.stamp collectors. By all 
the rules, with the 1940 convention fast approaching, he ought to. 
be out eon his hobby at this very moment. Yeci he is -not. 
He is playing a waiting game, for a simple reason. If he got his 
delegates in the bag now, his boss, the President, eould tell him, 
“Jim, I want that bag.” . pio Rins ESS Gas ; 

The truth is that, after all his labors in the vineyard, Jim Farley 
hopes for a real reward. Next to ‘the President, ‘he is the biggest 
man in the Democratic party, far more ‘powerful and popular 
with the party organizations than the President himself. He has 
served the President faithfully, always talking “Roosevelt” and 
never “Farley” on his endless postoffice-opening,: hand-shaking and 
cornerstone laying tours. He has done an excellent job\in his de- 
partment, is an eminently attractive public figure, and can. boast 
unquestioned probity and ability. Naturally, therefore, he thinks 
he has a right not only to hope for, but also to expect his reward. 

Such at least is*the report of men who should know. Their 
report gains credibility from the fact that, in. spite of all Jim 
Farley’s heavy claims on the President, he will get his reward only 
by main force. In the groups which reflect the White House, the 
prospect of Jim Earley as a presidential or even a vice presidential 
candidate arouses the extremest horror. His repeated professions 
of New Deal faith, ang his innumerable services to the Roosevelt: 
administration go for nothing. He is (quite rightly) not thought 
to be a 100 per cent New Dealer at heart,:and:he is out. And so 
if he is waiting to collect his bag-full of delegates because he fears 
the President may demand the bag, he is only being sensible. 


ODDS-ON BET At the same time, Jim Farley’s waiting game . 


should deceive no one as to his probable 
strength in the 1940 convention. ‘While talking “Roosevelt,” he has 
also made friends for himself on his transcontinental tours.. He is 
adored by the majority of the 3,000-odd Democratic county chair- 
men, most of whom regard him as an intimate personal friend. He 
is the first man the big bosses come to see in Washington, and he 
has always done his best to see that each party leader gets his just 
deserts. If he wanted to go delegate-collecting now and could be 
sure that the President would not hi-jack him, he could probably 
go into the convention .with a majority. As it is, what with such 
assets as favorite-son delegations which will really be his, he is 
likely to enjoy working control. 
In fact, if he did not suffer under the double handicap of being 
a Roman Catholic and being called a Tammany man, he would be 
an odds-on bet to head the Democratic ticket: He fulfills the most 
important qualification, of being both an orthodox Democrat and 
one whom the President could hardly refuse to support if nomi- 
nated. As it is, he must share his chances with the other possessor 
of this qualification, Secretary of State Cordell Hull. The most 
knowing politician in the business has put it pithily—“It looks as 
if the President is going to have to choose between Jim and Cordell.

THIRD TERM JITTERS Besides his personal ambitions, Jim 

Farley has one great object, to pre- 
vent control of the Democratic party passing into the hands of the 
New Deal crowd, whom he hates quite as earnestly as they hate him. 
There are only two real threats in this direction. First, the Presi- 
dent may demand Jim’s help in getting renominated. And, second, 
the President may give Jim a brusque choice between assisting in 
a third term effort or putting over a New Dealer. 

As to the first possibility. there isn’t much doubt that Jim Farley 
would stick by the President. He is thoroughly loyal according to 
his code, and whatever his misgivings, he would go along. That 
he would have misgivings is unquestionable. He could hardly help: 
it, with his candidate splitting his party to break one of the oldest 
traditions of American politics, and going into a bitter campaign 
with the party organizations, which also dislike a third term, at a 
new low of enthusiasm. The second possibility is an open question, 
for which Farley is not yet quite prepared. 

Farley’s position is greatly strengthened by the extreme right, 
or Garner wing of the democracy, which will refuse any New Deal 
overtures. The President’s position is strengthened by his liberal 
following, which he can represent as unwilling to accept anyone 
but a New Dealer. And what form a compromise can take, Heaven .

Constant I sit in constant won- 
Wond der at the growing ed- 
ondere itorial opinion that 
seems to favor our taking sides in 
a conflict which concerns, us so 
little. Some of it is plainly sin- 
cere, earnest and patriotic judg- 
ment based, as I believe, on in- 
sufficient military knowledge and 
an incomplete analysis of the cir- 
cumstances. Some of it is imprac- 
tical] idealism. Some of it is un- 
derstandable racial resentment of 
brutal and unbelievably cruel 
racial persecution in Germany. 
Some of it is pure propaganda, 
mostly growihg out of these racial 
resentments. All of it is a deadly 
danger to the United States.

a frog’.” a, 

_We may thus be high-powered 
through another expeditionary 
force into the blood and mud and 
dreariness and welter of another 
set of rented trenches in Europe. 
But if we are then, when the “boys 
come home,” I wouldn’t like to be 


‘in any one of.the pressure groups 


who are now urging on us that 
course—either of resentful racial 
groups, or politicians courting 
racial groups, or war sirens of any 
other persuasion. There might

ONE WORD MORE,

IGNACE JAN PADEREWSKI There are a number of things 1 
: wanted to write on; how the 
doctors desperately need a good public relations man to go over 
their speeches before their conventions; and more especially when 
they get into controversies with politicians. I ‘like doctors and 
know what a magnificent job they do. Somehow they too often 
take off on the wrong foot. The public too often gets a false im- 
pression of their objectives and their meaning. : 

England, for the first time since she had a dictator: almost as 
ruthless, in some respects at least, as the dictators of the world 
today, is to have conscription. Oliver Cromwell once did that to 
England, closing down parliament as Hitler has the Reichstag and 
emasculating the press. I will take Oliver as compared with Adolf, 
but care for neither. 

Rumania has felt some new pressure and retreated, on the eve 
of Hitler’s speech, from a previous stand. 

Chamberlain very frankly told members of parliament, speak- 
ing to the house of commons: , 

“I ask the house to believe that, without any prejudice, with- 
out any preconceived ideological notions, we are endeavoring to 
the utmost of our ability to marshal the forces which are still in 
favor of peace and which are willing to resist aggression.” 

That is important. It means Mr. Chamberlain himself does not 
regard the struggle as one of “democracies” against “totalitarian 
governments.” He utterly rejects the idea it is a conflict of ideolo- 
gies, something this country apparently believes. 

It Would be vitally important to us if Germany won and could 
take the navies of England, Germany, Italy and Japan. They could 
all but dominate the seas. And the English islands, now at our 
back, would become guns against our backs. We have a very def- 
inite concern. But there is yet no reason for us to plunge into this 
war. Except, of course, to get ready for any eventuality. You may 
not think it, but that little contract signed yesterday by the War 
Department will be considered in Berlin. 

There are a number of things about which to write. But some- 
how, I must come back to Ignace Jan Paderewski. 


THE STAGE, THE PIANO, THE MAN There was Wednesday 


evening at the audito- 
rium, just the big stage and the dark curtains and the piano. The 
crowd waited until the great Pole was ready. He was suffering 
from severe arthritis in his legs and knees. One does not move 
briskly at 78 when one is ill. 

The setting intrigued one. There were no trappings, no deco- 
rations,-no side-shows of entertainment. One old man was going 
to ape out from behind those curtains and play that piano. That 
was all. 

Three thousand or more people were waiting. The auditorium 
looked expensive and the crowd im the galleries made a colorful 
background of pinks and blues and reds and whites where there 
were the evening gowns. The black dress suits might have been 
raisins in the cake. ' 

At last a hand parted the curtains and he came slowly to the 
stage and put one hand on the back of his old chair, the familiar 
chair Americans have come to know. 

He bowed. The crowd rose to meet him and I was glad of that. - 
If ever I am old and young people ask, “What great men did you 
see in your day?” I think the first name I will give will be that of 
Ignace Jan Paderewski. 

The old leonine look is gone. There remains a very great dig- 
nity. There remains a look of eagles and of majesty about him. 
The crowd sank back. He sat down and tugged away the stiff tail 
of his coat which had not slipped through the back of his chair. 
He looked then, waiting for quiet, and then put his hands on the 
kevs. The first notes came. 


“TET US HAVE PEACE” I have heard him many times be- 


fore. This was as great a thing as 
he has done. He could have given them the loud thunder; the 
crashing polonaises, the verve and lilting things which were in his 
head. 

Instead, with a world filled with hatreds and fears, he gave them 
peace. He knew a man of 78 had no business playing Romeo or 
playing the martial soldier. He gave them sweetness and notes 
which sounded like birds singing early in the morning. He gave 
them quiet and stillness and a relaxation. 

I do not like the word exquisite, but he gave them the Varia- 
tions in F minor to show what his fingers could do. It was ex- 
quisite. There was a quiet and happy Rondo in A minor, by 
Mozart, the program said. I do not know these things. Then there 
was a sonata, delicate as moonbeams. 

Remember, there was just this old man with the great genius, 
the stage, the piano and the dark curtains. He had seen much of 
life and war. He had been premier of Poland. He had seen much 
of the world history. 

He came back for Chopin. I do know a little of that. A ballad, 
cne of the nocturnes, a mazurka. The nocturne was peace and 
guiet; moonlight on a meadow in Ireland; the mazurka had a deep, 
wise, quiet laughter in it. 

He closed with Isolde’s “Love-Death,” a brave and beautiful bit 
of music with a throb in it and a resignation. 

The crowd was charmed and relaxed. Cares and fears were far, 
far away as the old man sat there, his eyes half-closed, the notes 
coming like prayers; and again like quite laughter; and again fike 
benedictions; and again like the strengthening voice of a friend. 

Being no critic, I don’t know. I have heard him often. This 
was, I think, the greatest and finest program he has ever given. 


The Pheasants in Cages Could 


Feed Themselves If Returned 
to Their Native Fields

In California there are 50,000 destitute families who were driven 
out of the plains region. when the parched land turned to dust. 

They once got their living from the soil, and their labor added 
to the nation’s wealth; now they take jobs that other people need, 
or become a burden and drain on the labor of others. 

They are @alled the underprivileged now, but they are sound old 
American stock, self-reliant, proud, and capable of building a na- 
tion if given opportunity. 

In the south there are thousands of small farms lying fallow and 
exposed to gully-washing rains because their owners can no longer 
operate them at a profit. Be 

The families who once got a living from these farms have moved 
to town and are now supported by WPA. The colored people, by 
untold thousands, have moved to northern cities, enticed there by 
politicians or by the promise of high wages, and now they live in 
squalor and discontent, supported by some kind of public charity. 

The same condition, in some degree, obtains in all parts of the 
country. America has moved to town. Though more than half of 
our people once lived on farms, less than a fourth live there now. 
’ Thus this greatest and richest of nations presents the sad and 
strange and shameful spectacle of jobless millions crowded in towns 
and unable to support themselves, while millions of acres of arable 
land lie idle and wasted. That situation, in a land-hungry world, 
seems wholly incredible. 

The explanation, given by people who should know, is that farm- 
ing doesn’t pay. They mean it doesn’t provide an automobile, a tiled 
bath, electrical gadgets and money to send the children to college. 
For that matter, it doesn’t even provide adequate food ard clothes 
if the farmer raises only one crop to.increase an already burden- 
some surplus. 

But people can still get a bountiful and independent living from 
the soil, as they did when America was young; and if it isn’t “the 
more abundant life,” at least it is more enjoyable than indirect 
charity in town. The pioneers had no cash market, but they had 
enough to eat and they earned and kept their self-respect. 

We are trying to maintain an unnatural system that violates 
reason, and it simply can’t be done. Wild deer cah’t support them- 
selves when they quit their native feeding grounds for a city park.

GOOD MORNING 
By LOUIE D. NEWTON. 


Morgan Blake spoke for me on 
a recent Sunday morning when 
my throat was ailing, taking for 
his subject, “G-Men for Christ,” 
by which he meant, “Gospel Men 
for Christ.” He based his sermon 
on the passage in Matthew in 
which Jesus chose His disciples 
and the purpose for which He 
chose them—to go forth and deal 
with everyday life in terms of the 
Gospel which Jesus came to re- 
veal, 

G-Men for Christ! It is an en- 
Gaging subject, you will readily 
agree. And Mr. Blake developed 
the subject under four headings— 
first, Christ’s followers must ex- 
hibit unselfish co-operation; sec- 
ond, they must have the vision of 
service which He had and which 
He grants to all who will receive 
it; third, they must be men and 
women of kindness; fourth, they 
must be completely surrendered 
to the will of God. While Mr. 
Blake is a layman, I submit that 
the above outline would do credit 
to a post-graduate of homoletics, 
and his development of these 
points was most compelling. 

“The world,” said Mr. Blake, 
“will be more impressed by our 
spirit of co-operation as Christians 
than by any spectacular flares of 
selfish exploitation which we may 
exhibit,” which reminds me of 
that great word of the Master, 
“A new commandment I give unto 
you, that ye love one another, 
even as I have loved you.” 

In the development of his, third 
point, that of kindness, Mr. Blake 
quoted the following lines, written 
by a man named Gordon: 


Kindness is the velvet of social 
intercourse. 

Kindness is the oil in the cogs 
of life’s machinery. 

Kindness is the _ controlling 
spring which holds back the slam- 
ming door. 

Kindness is the color in the ca- 
thedral window which woven into 
beautiful character shuts out the 
hideous sights of a world which is 
all too material. 

- Kindness is the carpet on life’s 

floor which deadens the sound of 
Shuffling feet and adds warmth 
to silence. 

Kindness is the satin lining of 
the silver casket. 

Kindness is the plush on the 
chair. 

Kindness is the green grass near 
the hard pebbles of the road. 

Kindness is the touch of an an- 
gel’s hand. 

And in his concluding word Mr. 
Blake brought home to every lis- 
tening heart the central truth 
that not until we yield our wills 
complétely to the will of God can 
we truly know the peace of God 
which passeth understanding—not 
until we have made this surrender 
of our wills to His will, can we 


fulfifl the high mission of G-Men 


for Christ.

DIRECTOIRE — This was the 
first of the Napoleonic styles, 
stressing simple classic line and 
restrained ornament, a_ reaction 
from the grandeur and elegance 
of the Louis periods. Typical de- 
tail was Pompeian, with the 
wreath and laurel, the torch, the 
Napoleonic bee and crown, winged 
figures, vases, sphinxes, lances 
and other military motifs. There 
was no carving—the decoration 
being achieved by metal appliques. 
There is a delicacy about the fur- 
niture known as Directoire, which, 
as it developed into the Empire 
style, became massive and mascu- 
line. 


EMPIRE—Technically this term 
applies to the furniture that was 
designed for Napoleon when he 
came into full power. It is in- 
debted to classic Greek, Roman 
and Egyptian detail for its char- 
acter. The lines are decisive and 
sweeping, often ornamented with 
metallic mounts and medallions. 
It was essentially heavy and dom- 
inant in its original form. The 
style had basic appeal, however, 
for it was adopted widely in other 
countries. In England, Sheraton, 
Hope and Adam reflected its line 
and detail. In America Duncan 
Phyfe and other American cab- 
inet makers used the austere flow- 


‘ing Empire line. 


REGENCY—tThis is a term 
often confused. Usually it ap- 
plies to the period in England 
dating from 1793 to 1820, when 
George IV was regent. It reflects 
the Empire fashions of France but 
interpreted in less sophisticated 
forms. These simpler, more do- 
mestic versions of this style are 
more adaptable to our scene to- 
day than is much pure Empire 
furniture. Sometimes (but rarely) 
the term Regency applies to the 
period in France dating from 1715 
to 1723, when Philippe d’Orleans 
was regent for Louis XV, who 
came to the throne at the age of 
five. Actually this was a tran- 
sition period between the heavy 
ornate style of Louis XIV and the 
lighter, more feminine fashions in 
furniture characteristic of the pe- 
riod of Louis XV.

A bank cashier says that for 
several years he has taken before 
retiring one (trade name for a 
barbital compound) tablet and 
upon arising in the morning one 
and one-half tablets of benzidrine 
sulphate and at noon some more 
benzidrine sulphate, this being pre- 
scribed, naively explains the reck- 
less cashier, by a doctor at the 
best advertised clinic for one -f his 
friends! “These tablets benefit me,” 
declares the cashier, “the (barbital 
compound) by producing sleep and 
the benzidrine in rny strenuous of- 
fice work.” 


Yet the teller has faint misgiv- 
ings about his dope habit. He in- 
quires what harmful results, if any, 
will occur from continued use: of 
these drugs. Here is a favorable 
omen. Notwithstanding his addic- 
tion of several years, it may still 
be possible for him to break away 
from the habit. He says that so 
far no alarming health impair«~ 


favorable omen. If the addict is 
not alarm’d about his health he is 
less likely to make an earrest ef- 
fort to break the habit. I pondered 
the problem. Finally I wrote the 
teller a letter expressing the hope 
that it is not too late, and giving 
some positive suggestions along 
that line. I hope it alarmed him 
just enough to send him a-running 
to his doctor. Certainly he aeeds 
the care of a good doctor right 
along if he wants to avert the in- 
evitable crackup that comes to 
such drug addicts if they do not 
succumb to some simple intercur- 
rent illness. 

Besides the euphoria (sense of 
well-being or buoyancy), freedom 
from consciousness of fatigue and 
in some instances noticeable loqua- 
city produced by benzedrine the 
drug also causes dryness of the 
mouth, loss oi appetite, tremor of 
the hands and sweating and palpi- 
tation in many instances. On the 
whole, benzedrine is°a drug to be 
used with caution and only by phy- 
sicians who are capable of recog- 
nizing the harmful effects which 
may follow. 

As for the other dope the teller 
likes, I neither mention its name 
nor say anything further than that 
I’d rather lie awake all night than 
take even a small dose of such 
dope. It is a dangerous weakness 
of the health ignorant laity—this 
readiness to resort to potent drugs 
not only for the relief or suppres- 
sion of actual symptoms but too 
often for the questionable purpose 
of preventing such symptoms.

Q. How is a mustard * plaster 
made and how long should it be 
applied? 

A. Mustard when used as a 
counter-irritant should be _ re- 
stricted to reddening the skin. If 
permitted to remain on until the 
skin blisters, the subsequent sores 
are difficult to heal. Take a ta- 
blespoonful of mustard, or more, 
according to the surface to be cov- 
ered, mix with a fourth as much 
flour and make into a thin paste 
with cold water. Spread it on a 
piece of thin muslin. Apply the 
plaster and leave it on from 10 to 
20 minutes, or until it has red- 
dened the skin. For children the 
mustard should be mixed with an 
equal part or more of flour. When 
the plaster is removed, the area 
should be washed and dried gen- 
tly.
